I can see it now They are 
preparing to take it out on 
the United States. I mean, 
the forthcoming victory of 
Richard Nixon. They will 
say that it shows that the 
country 
is 
irredeemable, 
that it proves that we are in 
a squalid state, incapable 
even of a lapse into decency. 
How they love it so If truth 
he known, they really want 
NiSOIl to win because they 
find it easier to criticize 
America 
that 
way. 
If 
McGovern won, they would 
go into a sulk, because they 
wouldn’t have America to 
kick around any more At 
least not for a little while. 
But of course they’d come 
back to it 
The current favorite in 
the anti-American festival 
is Kurt Vonnegut, Jr , the 
novelist 
who 
wrote 
Slaughterhouse 
Five 
and 
other wry books. He writes 
in a sort of idiomatic blank 
verse, and his message is 
really very simple It is that 
war is evil, and people are 
inhuman, 
especially 
in 
America 
His devices are 
rather 
orthodox: 
he 
juxtaposes the comfort of 
the 
wealthy 
and 
the 
powerful 
up against 
the 
tortures of the maimed and 
the neglected Then he does 
things 
like 
dividing 
the 
world into “ Winners” and 
"Losers' . and saying things 
like “ the fix is on" and 
for this year’s most famous 
— “ so it goes.” 
He is a man of great wit 
and absolutely no humor. 
And in the current issue of 
H a r p e r ’s 
Magazine, 
reviewing the Republican 
convention in Miami, he 
strikes the tuning fork for 
the ululators, coast to coast 
He mocks the alleged piety 
of Nixon and his supporters 
and in particular of one 
Quaker 
theologian. 
He 
dwells lovingly on gallows 
humor. 
He is skilled in 
draining the humor out of a 
story by telling it deadpan, 
the way some people can 
tell you a Polish joke and 
make 
it 
sound 
merely 
crude, instead of crude plus 
something else. Consider: 
"iArt Buchwald) told our 
table about a column he had 
just written. The comical 
premise 
was 
that 
the 
Republican 
party 
had 
a t t r a c t e d 
so 
many 
campaign contributions that 
it found 
itself with two 
billion dollars it couldn't 
spend 
It decided to buy 
something 
nice 
for 
the 
American people Here was 
the gift: 
a free weeks 
bombing of Vietnam ” It is 
a 
technique 
anyone 
can 
master. 
Well, 
not 
quite 
anyone, but most people. 
The 
only 
inflexible 
requirement 
is that you 
postulate 
your 
own 
sensitivity and compassion, 
by contrast with the moral 
sloth of others 
That is what this gang is 
very good at doing Norman 
Mailer, 
deploying 
those 
numinous phrases for which 
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he is justly loved, talked in 
his piece on Miami about 
walking 
through 
the 
Democratic convention and 
suddenly realizing why it 
was 
an 
exhilarating 
experience: 
because 
he 
sensed only love among the 
delegates. 
On reading that passage I 
thought of a young delegate 
'as 
it 
happened, 
an 
altogether amiable young 
man i who gave out the news 
to a reporter shortly before 
the 
convention 
that 
McGovern was going to win 
and that the reason why 
McGovern was going to win 
was that immediately after 
his nomination there would 
appear on the scene five 
million young volunteers for 
McGovern 
armed 
with 
“ hate 
The 
hatred 
of 
Richard Nixon 
In fact the delegates to 
the Democratic convention 
were human beings with the 
strengths and weaknesses of 
other human beings, except 
that they were, as a lot. a 
good deal more arrogant 
than the Republicans They 
had fire in their bellies, that 
hot 
ideological 
fire 
that 
says: we’re going to change 
America and you. hoy, are 
going to ride in the tumbrel 
to execution square, and 
we re going to enjoy your 
suffering There was a good 
deal 
of 
that 
in 
the 
McGovern convention, not 
much 
in the 
Republican 
convention, 
which 
was 
mostly dull, accepting the 
course of events, which was 
clearly: four more years of 
Nixon, the good that that 
means, and the bad that that 
means. 
But the Vonneguts have 
had it with America. One 
wonders, was it Vietnam 
that did it to them? But in 
fact Kurt Vonnegut s big

Nixon selling out 
S. Viet—Schmitz 


President Richard Nixon has now joined Sen George 
McGovern in “ selling out South Vietnam, which would 
render worthless all the sacrifices our fighting men have 
made in Southeast Asia. 
American Party Presidential 
candidate John G Schmitz charged in a major campaign 
speech at a fund-raising dinner in Toledo, Ohio. 
Schmitz said that the terms of the agreement worked out 
by Henry Kissinger and representatives of the Red Hanoi 
regime in North Vietnam would “ make aggression pay in 
Southeast Asia 
by permitting the aggressors to hold 
territory they had taken by force, and would “ virtually 
insure a Communist takeover of South Vietnam by the well- 
worn road of a coalition government — the kind of coalition 
government which in Poland, Czechoslovakia. Hungary and 
Rumania, for example, lasted just long enough for the 
Communists to make all the necessary arrangements to kill 
or imprison their coalition partners. 
Having fought for seven years a war we were not 
allowed to win — a war in which we actually supplied our 
enemy lavishly with the technological means to fight us." 
Schmitz added, “ we are now finally going to be allowed to 
lose Yet we could still turn the whole course of the conflict 
around by cutting off aid and trade with the Communist 
bloc." 
Schmitz warned that once South Vietnam has been taken 
over. Thailand will be the next victim. He said that he 
learned early in 1971 that the Red Chinese were building an 
all - weather road out of Yunan Province of China into 
North Vietnam and northern Laos, terminating just three 
and a half miles from the Thai border 
On Feb. 18. 1972 he inserted in the Congressional Record 
an article including a report on the status of the road On 
Oct. 17. Schmitz said, the Washington Star confirmed the 
fact that Red China has now deployed combat infantry 
throughout northwestern Laos. 
The road was essential for this deployment. Schmitz 
explained, and “ is clearly intended as the future invasion 
route to Thailand as well as giving better access to opium 
- growing areas for Red China’s heroin production

McKay s cup runneth over Lit+Ie lea9uer Tenace was 
harrassed by his father

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) 
— This is the year of the 
progeny and the prodigy in 
college football. There are, 
among others, 
Tom 
Har­ 
mon’s boy Mark at UCLA, 
Dub Jone’s boy Bert at LSU, 
Bobby Layne’s boy Allen at 
TCU, Lou Groza’s boy Jeff 
at 
Ashland 
College, 
and 
Whizzer White’s boy Danny 
at Arizona State. 
They all evoke memories 
of their football-playing fa­ 
thers. So, in a sense, does 
J. K. McKay of the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California, 
thè No. 1 team in the nation. 
Young J. K. is there for his 
father to see every day. John 
McKay, besides having been 
a talented halfback at Ore­ 
gon a generation ago, is the 
head coach of USC. J K. Mc­

he congratulated his son. 
“ No,” he said, “I was too 
busy.” 
After J. K. hauled in his 
first touchdown pass, against 
Oregon, the coach was again 
asked if he made special 
note of it. 
“ No.” he answered, “ I’ve 
hired an extra guy to do that 
for me.” 
The lather-and-son combi­ 
nation has effected a change 
in the life of Mrs. McKay sit­ 
ting up in the stands. 
“ Now,” she says, “I have 
to listen to them talk about 
that ‘idiot’ coach playing his 
‘idiot’ son.” 
Actually, young J. K^ is 
not even a starter for USC. 
That’s no disgrace. In 25 
years of watching college 
football.

to the ball better than any­ 
one on the team.
